Contracts for the construction of 
concrete and steel bridges to replace 
the structures that were destroyed by 
the winter floods on the Santa Fe 
line between Los Angeles and San 
Diego were this week awarded by the 
railroad company. 
Four new bridges are to bo built on 
this line. 
Near Anaheim, over the 
Santa Ana river, the bridge will con­ 
sist of three 80-foot girders, on con­ 
crete abutments and piers. 
Tire bridge over tile Santa M arga­ 
rita river will consist of four lor>',L*- 
foot 
deck girder spans on four con­ 
crete abutments. 
W ork on 
the foun­ 
dation lias just begun. 
The bridge over the San Luis Rey 
rlv* r will consist 
of 
four 
I OO-foot 
steel spans on 
concrete 
piers 
and 
abutments. 
The company also contemplates tho 
construction of a bridge over Tra­ 
buco creek, near
